I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you,  ray  Annual  Report  for 

the  year  1909.

The  physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  district 

are  an  undulating  rural  district  high  on  eastern  portion,  namely,  the.

and  Cotes,  and  Ho  ton  consisting  of  rich  fertile  land, / considerable 
portion  of  which  is  cultivated,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  Parishs 
of  Y/oodtho rps,  Hanpanton,  Thorpe  Acre  &  Dishlcy,  Garendon,  consists 
mostly  of  the  dimesne  of  that  name.

of  the  inhabitants  of  the  District  is  fairly  prosperous.  The 

chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  agriculture. 

There  are  no  occupations  having  a  prejudicial  influence  on 
the  Public  Health.  Thcreare  two  factory  workshops  at  Hathern  and 
one  at  Long  What ton  bet  Hosiery,  and  employing  mostly  women. 

The  ho  us  **  accomodation,  that  is  to  say  the  number  of 
cottages  available  for  the  working  classes  is  fairly  adequate,  and  tho 
cotxagcs  are  all  fit  for  habitation. 

There  is  abundance  of  space,  about  the  houses  and  a  ratnor 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained.

The  village  of  ITanpanto n  and  Prestwold  Hall  as  'veil  as 
Burleigh  Hall,  have  a  Public  ’.Later  supply  from  the  Borough  of 
Loughborough,  the  supply  is  uniformily  good  in  Quality  and  abundant  in 

quantity. 

In  the  other  portions  of  the  district  the  water  supply  is 
derived  from  wells ,  and  as  welf  water  is  constantly  liable  to  change , 
from  pollution  from  the  surface  of  adjoining  ground,  movement  of

SEYTERAC-E  AFD  DRAIEAGE. 

At  Wyneswold  there  is  a  system  of  s ewe rar-e  put  down  about 
years  ago ,  there  is  a  reservoir  for  flushing  at  The  hiri  er 
end  of  the  village,  «.nd  a  sewage  farm  with  settling  tanks  for 
extracting  sludge,  the  effluent  is  not  quite  satisfactory,  and 
the  Council  have  made  some  improvement ,  during  the  yc..r,  u,na  are 
taking  steps  to  acquire  more  lu.nd  for  irrigation  and  filtration 
purposes,  so  as  to  he  able  to  discharge  a  satisfactory  effluent.

By  an  arrangement  with  the  Loughho rdugh  Corporation 
Enteric  fever  and  Diphtheria  cases  may  be  isolated  at  the  porough

METHODS  OF  COiTTEOL  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

When  the  Inpdector  or  myself  hear  of  a  case  of  consumption 
the  bed-room  occupied  by  the  patient  is  periodically  sprayed  with 
Fo rmaldelyde ,  and  when  a  death  occurs,  the  house  is  thoroughly 
disinfected.  There  is  no  cat  iff cat  ion  and  no  hospital  accdmodatio  l 
for  Cases  early  or  advanced.  sly  experience  of  over  thirty  years 
practice,  among  the  working  classes,  leads  me  to  the  conclusion, 
that  it  is  much  more  important  and  effectual  to  spend  public  money 
in  the  isolation  of  advanced  cases  of  phthisis,  from  the  period  when 
they  cease  to  be  able  to  work  cad  their  death;  then  to  spend  such 
oney  in  t]  e  equ.  -  .  d  naintainunce  of  expensive  Sanitoria, 

which  in  the  majority  of  cases  a

a  few  ;  ths,  again  breaks  down,  ana  then  lingers  miserable  in  a 
cottage,  coughing  and  spitti  ig,  and  infecting  his  si  '  '  di  and

The  general  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  is  fairly 
good,  hut  I  have  mc.de  a  number  of  recommendations  to  the  County 
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Officials  their  proper  position,  as  heretofore  in  the  district,  school 
closure  has  been  resorted  to  as  &  mutter  of  expediency  on  ac  cou  t  oti 
di  finishing  attendance  rather  than  c-s  a  mutter  of  necessity  to  prevent 
tl  e  spread  of  Infectious  disease;  bn;  the  certificate  of  ~

'thorough  the  remainder  of  the  district,  liquid  house  refuse 
finds  its  ray  in  the  ordinary  manner  through  the  house  drain  to  the 
villa  ;  sever,  and  therree  by  the  lines  of  natural  drainage,  (wliic 
lost  Instances  are  long  dykes )  to  the  nearest  river  or  brook, 
those  dykes  -ro  really  long  settling  tanks  in  which  most  of 'the 
suspended  matter  is  deposited  and  a  large  cpiuiitity  of  dissolved 
master  is  oxydised,  so  that  there  is  very  little  pollution  of  rivers 
or  streams,  from  the  various  parishes  constituting  this  district.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  as  having  oc cured  in 
the  district  is  65  to  this  number  must  be  wdaea  8  deaths  of  residents 
ich  occi  red  on  Public  institutions  beyona  the  I U  rict.  In  this 
Manner  we  arrive  at  the  corrected  mortality,  which  is  75  being  one 
lore  than  last  year  and  8  above  the  average  of  the  last  ten  pea 
and  is  an  annual  mortality  of  15.6  per  thousand.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  'TO TIDIED. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  was  42  which  is  35  more  than  last  year,  and  double  t 
the  average  of  the  last  ten  years.

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DIPHTHERIA  ADD  ITEJ.T3RA1X US  CROUP. 

One  case  of  this  disease  arose  at  Long  VAiatton  in 
Pehruary,  it  was  of  the  post  scarlatina  type. 

The  o tiler  case  occured  at  Belton  in  August  and  was 

impo  rt  ed . 

ERYSIPELAS. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  reported  at  Belton  in 
January,  and  was  of  no  sanitary  significance. 

SCARLET  PE PER. 


35  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  all  at  Long  \7hatton 
and this  is  the  principal  factor  in  the  inorcased  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  in  the  district,  during  the  year  under 

review. 

The  first  cases  were  notified  5  or  6  days  after  the 
re-opening  of  tine  schools  after  the  Christmas  holiday  ( namely 
on  January  13),  and  6  cases  were  notified  in  rapid-  succession 
up  to  the  18th,  all  being  children  attending  the  school  ,  on 
that  date,  after  malting  every  enquiry'  I  could  think  of  to 
elucidate  the  origin,  of  the  outbreak  I  recommended  the  closing 
of  the  schools  for  six  weeks,  which  was  done  accordingly,  and 
the  result  was  most  disappointing  from  a  public  Health  point 
of  view. 

The  no t if ications  came  in  steadily'  and  by  the  end  of 
January,  15  were  received;  only  three  cases  were  notified  in 
February,  and  I  began  to  have  hope  that  the  school  closure  had 
a  good  efect.  But  in  march  4  cases  'were  notified,  in  April  5 
in  hay  6,  in  June  5,  in  July  2,  After  the  summer  holidays 
when  the  schools  '..'are  disinfected  ( as  well  as  during  the  closu 
in  January  and  February)  no  case  occured  until  October  11,  and 
no  other  until  December  29  (an  imported  case)  and  finally  one 
on  Iccenbcr  51  in  c.  family  where  other  cases  had  occurred 
previously. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  closing  of  the  school  had  no 
appreciable  effect  on  the  spread  of  the  outbreak,  and  I  should 
not  have  recourse  to  this  proceedure  under  similar  circunstanc 
in  the  future,  but  should  rather  trust  to  a  judicious  system  ..

EDTERIC  FEVER. 

Two  cases  of  this  das  ease*,  o  c  cured  at  Long  ’"hat  ton  in 
the  same  house,  (husband  and  wife )  the  husband  probably 
contracted  the  disease  from  drinking  impure  water  on  his 
business  rounds,  and  the  wife  thinking  it  was  only  diarrhoea 
nursed  him,  and  contracted  the  disease,  in  the  husbands  c&se 
the  disease  terminated  fatally,  there  was  no  further  spread 
of  the  disease. 

PHTHISIS . 


Two  Poor  Law  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  both 
at  Hat hern,  from  the  d~te  of  the  notifications  the  rooms 
occupied  by  the  patients  were  periodically  disinfected  with 
Formaldehyde  and  general  instructions  given,  which  appeared  to 
b e’c'jich  appreciated  by  the  patients  and  their  friends. 

DAIRIES  COWSHEDS  ADD  '  1ILKSH0  PS  . 

There  are  SO  Dairymen  Cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk 
in  the  district,  all  of  whom  are  registered.  112  inspections 
have  been  made  to  such  premises.  In  52  instances  the 

cowsheds  etc.  required  cleansing  and  whit ewashing,  and  in 
every  instance  this  work  was  done  'without  legal  'proceedings 
becoming  necessary.

Iii  the  admin  is  t  rat  ion  of  this  act  2  inspections  were 
made  of  Euctorics,  132  of  Workshops,  and  19  of  workplaces, 
want  of  cleanliness,  ‘./as  detected,  and  remedied  in  9  instances. 

In  four  instances  outwork  was  found  being  carried  on- 
in  infected  premises,  orders  were  served  in  each  case,  the 
materials  were  disinfected  and  the  work  stopped. 

Erom  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  nuisances  appended 
hereto  will  be  seen  details  of  the  amount  of  sanitary  work 
accomplished  during  the  year. 

Appended  are  also,  tabulated  statistics  as  to  population 
births  and  mortality  for  the  present  and  previous  ten 
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to  the  Leicestershire  County  Council,  the  Home  Office,  and  tr¬ 
io  c al  Go v e rnment  Board.

The  Sewerage  dykes  in  the  various  parishes  have  been 
cleansed  as  required  and  the  Wynesv/old  Sewerage  Farm  has  b 
over  levelled  and  planted  with  osiers,  and  through  the 
supervision  since  this  was  taken  over  by  the  Council 
nuisance  has  been  abated  causing  it  to  di°- 

better  effluent  into  the  brook. 
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Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  District  have  been  kept 
in  a  clean  state  with  nine  except  ion  Sjwhidh  cases  I  served  notice: 
for  these  to  be  cleansed  and  limewashed  and  in  four  cases  have 
homework  been  stopped  because  of  the  outbreak  of  Infectious 

Diseases. 


Cowsheds  and  Dairies  have  been  periodically 
and  in  no  case  have  I  besn  it  necessary  to  draw  the 
Inspector’s  attention  to  any  milking  cow.
